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Claims Nos . : 7 



The present claim 7 relates to an extremely large number of possible 
substances. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and disclosure 
within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, for only a 
very small proportion of the substances claimed. In the present case, the 
claim so lacks support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a 
meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. 
Also, the substances of claim 7 are characterised in functional terms, 
whereas in the present case, clarity ex article 6 PCT could have been 
enhanced by defining said substances in concrete terms, e.g. by 
disclosing their nomenclature or molecular structure. Consequently, the 
search has been carried out for those parts of the claim, which appear to 
be supported and disclosed, namely those parts relating to substances 
capable of disrupting microtubule organising centre integrity. 
For completeness it is noted that it could not be established whether any 
of the countless number of substances dsclosed in the prior art could 
have exhibited the above noted characterictics, if so tested.
